Conviction Among Well- 
Informed Irishmen That 
Sinn Fein Party Would 
Abandon Republican De- 
mand for Dominion 
Home Rule.

(This is the third in a series of 
articles on the Irish situation deal- 
ing with the necessity for reaching 
a satisfactory settlement, review- 
ing the events of the last few years 
that have led up to the present po- 
sition and offering a solution of the 
problem according to the most en- 
lightened British opinion.) 

onstitution—London Times — Philadetphia 
(TM bile Ledger Service, Copyright, 1919) 

Dublin, July 3.—(Special Cable 
Dispatch.)—The purpose of the pre- 
ceding articles has been to demon- 
strate the pressing necessity of the 
reconstitution of political relations 
between Great Britain and Ireland. 
We have now reached a point when 
we must consider well the founda- 
tions on which the reconstitution 
ean be built. We must go far as 
our knowledge permits to make sure 
that they are substantial and firm- 
ly grounded on the facts of the 
situation. It has been a common 
error with many who have previous- 
ly discussed the solution of the 
Irish question, to devote their at- 
tention chiefly to the passing of 
phases of. politics in Great Britain 
and Ireland. They have sought 
a common measure between the 
programs of the government and 
the opposition or between the plat- 
forms of Irish unionists and the 
Irish nationalists. They have be- 
lieved that if they found it they 
would have reached the rainbow’s 
end of satisfactory settlement. 

Let us not make this mistake. 
We must approach closer. to the 
underlying realities. In its essence 
this Irish question is for Great 
Britain a national and not a party 
affair, but it has never yet been 
so treated. There is no need to 
recall in the history of the past 
generation how the Irish vote was 
for auction between the great par- 
ties at Westminster to be purchased | 
by promises of home rule, which 
were always on the point of per- 
formance and never materialized. 
The system was in its nature vic- 
torious. Its effect was gravely to 
complicate the secular misunder- 
standing between the two countries. 

When Tory governments were in 
power, Ireland enjoyed the com- 
fortable policy of killing home .rule 
by kindnéss, when liberal govern- 
ments replaced them, a process of 
blackmail began. The | measure 
of Ireland’s demand became that 
of the government’s need for Trish 
support. Ireland herself learned to 
match the British politicicians and 
frogot the British people. 

Mr. Asquith, who has never been 
able to rid himself of the habit 
of mind of the pre-war politician,.1s 
plainly engaging himself in an at- 
tempt to make Ireland once more 
a party matter. He, perhaps, fore- 
sees the Sinn Fein Gladstonianized 
and voting for free trade at West- 
minster with the obedient punctual-. 
ity of: the Redmondite party. But 
his attempt must be forestalled. Mr. 
Asquith and his friends have a right 
to contribute to a solution of the 
problem. They have. no right to 
revive the old and discredited meth- 
od of using it for party ends. The 
Sinn Fein has revolted against that 
old game and the Irish benches at 
Westminster are empty, but even 
the Sinn Fein is not wholly eman- 
cipated g0m the mental outlook -or 
its predecessors in power. 

“England’s difficulty 1s Treland’s 
opportunity” for they and all er 
treme nationalists there is cherishe 
the hope that war or revolution 
might so weaken England that in- 
dependence could be snatched by 
a coup deforce. 

It was an open secret of the at- 
tempt of Easter, 1916, but the dan- 
gearous opportunists have forgotten 
the basic fact that mature “as s0 
contrived the situation of .these 
islands, and civilization so devel- 
oped them, and economics so bound 
them, that it is only by an agree- 
ment between their peoples that a 
lasting arrangement can be achieved. 
Recognition of this truth by Ireland 
would mean the solution of the 
Irish problem. Is it not then pos- 
sible for us to turn from the poli- 
tics of the moment to greater is- 
fues? Can Englishmen and _Irish- 
men not face the vital problem in 
a larger spirit, realizing that it has 
conditions which both must under- 
stand and which neither can afford 
to disregard. 6 

There is one essential preliminary 
to a better understanding, It is 
tbe Irishmen should realize the

té themselves and their demand. It/ 
would help to this end were it pos- 
sible to obtain an authoritative defi- 
nition of the limits which the Brit- 
ish people must impose now and for 
as long as can. be foreseen on any 
grant of freedom to Ireland. It 
would clear the air of false and 
dangerous hopes. |

haps, in a better position to give 
such a definition than those which 
preceded it before the war. It em-

Let the govern- 
ment, therefore, regard itself as a 
trustee of the whole nation in this 
matter. If it acts faithfully, it will 
have wise national support and its 
words will ring in Ireland with a 
new significance. It was the bar- 
Saining of politicians, secret lob- 
bying, the-absence of sincerity that 
disgusted so many Irishmen with 
British politics and parties. In that 
atmosphere the spirit of hatred and 
deflance was born. It has grown 
apace. It will only yield to honesty 
of purpose and openness of method. 
he present demand of the ruling 
party in Ireland is a republic. Great 
Britain cannot and will not concede 
that demand. The greater emphasis 
with which this statement is re- 
peated by all parties in the state 
the better are the chances of un- 
derstanding and of settlement. It 
would be superfluous to investigate 
the reasons in detail. The most co- 
gent of them are strategic and con- 
cerned with British inviolability and 
he safety of British trade routes. 
Even were the people of Ireland 
friendly, the peril involved would 
be great. Had the outcome of the 
war been such that at the bidding 
of hostile powers, the historic and 
economic bonds between these is- 
lands were rent and Ireland cast 
adrift under the leadership of a 
party now dominant, what would 
have been the result? An enemy 
on Britain's western seaboard in 
open alliance with her conquerors. 
Eventually national bonds like tis- 
sues would have grown again. 
Necessities of trade would have 
drawn Ireland back towards what 
must always remain her chief mar- 
kets, but after what wild experi- 
ments and what internal strife, aft- 
er what. loss to herself and what 
lasting injury to Great Britain? 
Let us not forget the long growth 
of Irish hostility and how hardly

But it has its use for purposes of 
anti-British propaganda in the Unite 
ed States, and because of that it 
may remain the warcry for the Sinn 
Fein. 

Few in TIreland, however, for 
Irishmen are seldom stupid, believe 
thar. there is. the least chance of It 
ever being realized. There 38 a 
firm conviction among many well- 
informed and thinking TIrishmen 
that the*Sinn Fein party would 
Rladiy abandon the republican de- 
mand in exchange fof what is 
known as dominion home rule. It 
is more than likely. Dominion home 
rule has hitherto had a very pre- 
cise meaning in Treland. 
from. the republican demand 
far as it retains the common Tink 
of the crown, but in little else. It 
cpntemplates the grant to Ireland 
of a place in the constitution of the 
empire similar to that of Canada, 
Australia or South Africa. Under it, 
Ireland would in particular be vir- 
tually independent. There is one 
tie which more strongly than any 
other binds the great dominions ir 
acommon citizenship of the empire 
It is the crown.

miraculous*escape from death dur- 


ing the war was brought to light 
for the first time when naval 
officers made public an account of 
adventures of the crew of the navy 
dirigible B-12, which was given up 
for lost by the department in July, 
1918, after drifting around at sea 
for more than two days, during 
which the crew had practically 
nothing to ‘eat and ran short of 
drinking water. The dirigible finally 
was forced to descend on the surface 
of the sea and the crew was rescued 
by the Swedish ship Skagern. 
Well Loaded With Bombs. 

The B-12, with Ensign W. 8. 
Griffin as cOmmanding officer and 
pilot, Ensign W. C. Briscoe, as as- 
sistant pilot, and Machinist’s Mate 
A. E. Upton as mechanic, was or- 
dered to leave Chatham, Mass., early 
July 19 on a patrolling expedition. 
German submarines were then oper- 
ating off the Atlantic coast and the 
dirigible -was well loaded with 
bombs when it left the air station. 
Scanty food supplies were carried as 
Ensign Griffin expected to return 
to Chatham that night. ‘The radio 
equipment had only been partidlly 
installed and could not be used to 
send or receive messages. 

The B-12 patrolled to the north 
along the coast and sighted a trans- 
Port about 3:30 p. m. Ensign Grif- 
fin headed toward the vessel, in- 
tending to escort it toward port, 
when the heel brace on the rudder 
was carried away, making it im- 
possible to steer the craft. High 
winds were prevailing at this time 
the B-12 was forced to cruise 
around in a great circle while the 
crew attempted to attract the at- 
tention of several ships and two 
seaplanes then in sight. No atten- 
tion was paid to repeated signals 
and finally Ensigns Griffin ordered 
the motors cut off in order to save 
the gasoline for ballast. 

Virtually Free Balloon. 


The B-12 was at that time about 
200 feet in the air and was virtually 
a free balloon. Darkness was 
coming on and the big gas bag was 
drifting northward at a speed of 
about 25 miles an hour with an in- 
creasing wind behind it, a sea an- 
chor was rigged up and an effort 
made to retard the dirigible’s pro- 
gress by dragging it in the sea. 
After a few moments, however, the 
towing cable parted and the north- 
ward progress was resumed at an 
increased speed. 

About 8:30 o’clock that night a 
ship was sighted and nine rockets 
were fired from a pistol The ves- 
sel apparently saw the signals and 
directed its course toward the B-12, 
only to turn away in a few moments 
and leave the helpless gas bag to 
the mercy of the wind. About that 
time the pipe line leading to the 
emergeney oil tank broke and be- 
fore the leak was discovered all of 
the oil was lost, causing a consider- 
able deé¢rease of ballast. The B-12 
began to rise and ascended steadily 
until an altitude of 3,000 feet was 
reached, 

Wild Dash to North, 

All night the dirigible continued 
its wild dash northward, the crew 
meantime consuming the = small 
amount of food aboard. Ensign 
Griffin had no idea of his where- 
abouts. 

Fiarly in the morning of the sec- 
ond day the gas bag buckled and 
the hoxizontal fins droppei to a 
vertical position. Throughout that 
day the big bag alternately dropned 
until perilously near the sea and 
ascended to altitudes of more than 
2.500 feet. Every available article 
was thrown overboard during these 
variations in altitude to keep 
ship from plunging into the ocean. 
Not a vessel was sighted during the 
day or that night. The crew mean- 
time was commencing to suffer 
from hunger. 

On the morning of the third day 
of the involuntary cruise the sun 
shone brightly and as the gas in 
the bag expanded rapidly the B-12 
started to rise. Ensign Griffin, 
after a conference with the other 
members of the crew, decided to 
bring the B-12 to the surface and 
take a chance of being picked up. 

Brought to Surface. . 


To avoid the risk of ascending to 
a high altitude with only a small 
amount of ballast aboard, gasoline, 
water, sand, bombs, bomb-launching 
gear, batteries and the radio outfit 
parts were dumped overboard. Later 
the B-12 was brought to the surface 
safely. 

Shortly after descending a ship 
was sighted and it directed its 
course toward the dirigible, the crew 
of which meanwhile were having 
great difficulty in keeping clear of 
the water. 

The vessel proved to be the Swed- 
ish steamer Skagern, vdound for 
Halifa A small boat was vut over 
the side and the crew of B-12 taken 
off. Then as the increasing heat 
from the sun caused the gas further 
to expand the dirigible rose a few 
feet above the surface, was putled 
over to the Skagern, the rip cord 
pulled and the B-12 salvaged with- 
out auch damage more than 300 
miles*from its home station.

Recommendations were given 
Thursday afternoon by the street 
committee to plans for the exten- 
sion of Williams street into the cen- 
ter of the business part cf the city 
and to bring to.a level the grade 
on Cain street from Carnegie way 
to Luckie street. These’ improve- 
ments will go to cc:1neil for adop- 
tion after papers have been pr- pared 
by the city attorney and: sub-com- 
mittees appointed bv the. street 
committee, 

The extension of Williams street 
from Cain to Peachtree street will 
involve the closing of James street, 
which is but thirtv feet wide. Wil- 
liams street is a sixty-foot s.eet, 
and its extension into the heart of 
the city will open a new avenue 
for traffic and add a great improve- 
ment to that fast growing s_ tion 
of the city. The leveling of Cain 
street will also add to that portion 
of the city, where it is understood 
many buildings will be erected as 
soon as the street improvements now 
projected have been authorized. Both 
the above projects will contribute to 
the Spring street improvement that 
is to be started soon, and much re- 
lief to the overcrowded streets in 
the center of the city will follow 
the completion of the improvements. 

Will Close James Street. 

With reference to extension 
ef Williams street to Peachtree, the 
street committee appointci Alde.- 
man Jones H. Ewing and Alderman 
l. &. Styron to confer with City At- 
torney James L. Mayson and ve 
papers prepared by which the con- 
sent of the state may be obtained 
for closing James street. The im- 
provement will not only neces-'tate 
the closing of James street, but will 
also require the running of an c¢x- 
tension about 100 feet north of the 
present thoroughfare. All members 
of the street commi tee expressed 
themselves in favor of the project. 

A profile was presented by the 
city engineer showing the prevosed 
new grade of Cain street, between 
Carnegie way and Luckie street, 
and Alderman Ewing urged this 
improvement, which will con- 
nect up two streets that are to be 
improved at once, with a cross ar- 
tery of travel that will greativ fa- 
cilitate cross town traffic. The im- 
provement would require 12,000 
cubie yards of dirt for the deep fill 
that would be necessary in the dip 
at Williams street, and as only 2,000 
yards can be secured from the point 
back of the governor’s mansion on 
Spring street, other means of get- 
ting dirt will have to be four” This, 
it is believed, can easily b accom- 
plished, however. : 

A meeting of the finances commit- 
tee will be held Monday morning at 
10 o’clock, when the committee will 
be asked to find funds for starting 
the work of excavea ng the high 
point that is to be cut dewn back of 
the governor's mansion. This work 
must be done during the present 
year under the terms made by . 1a 
G. Candler, Sr.,. when rights -were 
given to cut away some of this prop- 
erty. 

Change in Grade. 

Aldermen Styron and Ewing and 
Chief of Construction H. L. Collier 
will draft a-resolntion to present to 
council Monday looking to the change 
in grade on Cain streee. 

A committee from Hemphill ave- 
nue, headed by Dr. J. F. Freeman, 
appeared before the street commit- 
tee urging the importance o. paving 
that avenue, and asking that a per- 
manent pavement be put down. This 
committee was informed thet the 
matter had been taken up and that 
bids had been advertised for. 

Announcemént was made at the 
committee meeting that orders had 
been given through the police de- 
partment to prevent parking on For- 
syth street bridge, and/that officers 
began Thursday to enforce the or- 
dinance prohibiting aut ~iobiles 
standing om that viaduct. 


WILL BARTER CLOTHES 
FOR CARGO OF WHEAT 


Paris, July 2.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The American steamer 
Kickapoo, carrying $500,000 worth of 
cloth, shoes and various manufac- 
tured goods, left St. Nazaire today 
for Novorossysk, a non-Bolshevik 
port on the eastern coast of the 
Black sea, where it will trade its 
cargo for Russian wheat, which will 
be shipped across the Black sea to 
feed the starving “Armenians. 

This experiment in bartering, 
which is being conducted by the 
American relief administration and 
financed by the American commit- 
tee for relief in.the Far East, is be- 
ing. watched with great interest by 
peace conference economists who 
believe that a return to bartering 
will be necessary in many parts of 
the world because of the deprecia- 
tion of currency and the difficulties 
of exchange.

They teli 
a story of depopulation referred tw 
as “another step nearer the end 
of the Labrador Eskimo” and of ter- 
rible conditions in the wake of ise 
plague. 3 

Bishop Martin, of the Morav‘.in, 
writing from Hebron, said that 
all of the 100 Eskimos in that 
settlement becameé.ill, and in a week 
86 died, leaving only eight children, 
five women and one man. 

“In ‘the mission house,” he. con- 
tinued, ‘“‘we all have been sick, too, 
but not so severely as the Eskimoa. 
At the beginning of: the epidemic 
the bodies were put into our small 
dead house, but that was soon filled 
up and as there was nobody strong 
enough to remove the dead from 
the houses, most of the Eskimo: huts 
were filled with bodies. The 14 
survivors found refuge together in 
our house. 

“For five or six weeks we were 
unable to do anything in regard to 
the bodies, we were so few and too 
weak to do any hard work. Our 
situation was’ awful. Some men 
who survived came from Saeglek to 
help us clean the houses and the 
station. 

“After all the inhabitants of some 
houses died, the degs broke into 
the huts and at some of the bodies. 
When they had done so they got 
very vicious and dangerous. We 
killed -« dogs at the station (about 
100) but could not destroy them all. 
Therefore the dogs and the graves 
had to be watched day and night. 

“After much deliberation we de- 
cided to bury the bodies in the sea. 
By sledge we carried the bodies on 
the ice to very deep water, made a 
hole through the ice and buried 
them there.” 

Reporting that 70 of thé 320 in- 
habitants of the district of Sand- 
wich Bay were victims of the 
plague, Rev. Henry Gordon gave a 
similar account of sufferings. He 
said the orphans had been distrib- 
uted among the different settle- 
ments,

patch).—Characteristic of the change 
in the political atmosphere is the 
circumstances noted and comment- 
ed on hy some journals that at the 
election of the parliamentary com- 
mission to study the peace treaty, 
ex-Premier Caillaux, now in prison, 
received 55 spontaneous votes, and 
Mr. Malvy, in exile, 56, whereas the 
successful candidate obtained 182. 
The Caillaux trial is expected to 
begin at the end of July. 


Army Demobilization. 


The government’s hesitation in 
demobiliaing the army is causing a 
bitter feeling in parliamentary and 
military cireles. It was understood 
demobilization would be resumed 
after the signature of the peace 
treaty, but M. Clemenceau now 
promises only to release three 
classes. That means certain classes 
will be kept under arms who al- 
ready have been serving seyen to 
eight years uninterruptedly. 

It might be dangerous to compel 
them to remain on after peace fes- 
tivities; the consequences of dis- 
satisfaction. on the morals of the 
army would outweigh the advan- 
tages of numbers. 

A small active army is more 
efficacious than a large dissatisfied 
body of troops. 

M. Clemenceau has been conferr- 
ing with Marshal Petain, who un- 
derstands milifary psychology and 
may influence his: decision benefi- 
clally. 

Austriran Peace Terms. 


The peace terms for Austria are 
expected Saturday or Monday, but 
formidable difficulties confront the 
delegates who inherited the prob- 
lems, postponed and complicated by 
the big four. Italy’s attitude is un- 
changed. The Rumahian delegation 
refused to sign the conditions pro- 
posed. The first delegate, Bratiano, 
started for Bucharest today. I had 
a long conversation with him in his 
private residence. The Bulgarians, 
through M. Gueshoff, are endeavor- 
ing to move the peace conference 
to order a plebescite in all the ter- 
ritories to which they lay claim. 

The delegates assure me. the 
Turkish problems will be most dif- 
ficult of all. The Syrian question, 
for example, is generating unpleas- 
ant feelings between France and 
Great Britain. The big four, when 
inviting the Turkish delegates, 
hoped a couple of weeks would suf- 
fice to arrange matters, but having 
taken cognizance of the principal 
issues, perceived their mistake, and 
are sending the delegates home.

Adequate precautions have been 
taken for the protection of publie 
officials, but the nature of the safe- 
guards necessarily has been kept 
secret. 

SPOKANE ASKS 
FEDERAL TROOPS. 

Spokane, July 3.—A request for 
state or federal troops as a protec- 
tive measure against possible radical 
outbreaks tomorrow in connection 
with a_ reported demonstration 
against the imprisonment of so- 
called political prisoners was sent 
to the war department and to Gov- 
ernor Hart today by the city coun- 
cil, it was announced today at the 
city hall. 

PLANTS WARNED 
OF BOMB PLOT. 

Pittsburg, July 3.—A warning to 
industrial plants in this vicinity to 
maintain special guards as a pre- 
caution against bomb outrages to- 
morrow was contained’ in a tele- 
gram from George F. Lumb, acting 
superintendent of state police, at 
Harrisburg, received this afternoon 
by Chief of Detectives Clyde S. Ede- 
burn. The telegram said the state 
police had received reports of thefts 
of large quantities of powder ana 
dynamite in different parts of the 
state in the last few days, believed 


to have been _ stolen by radical 
agents. 


ALL COPS IN GOTHAM 
ON CONTINUOUS DUTY. 

New York, July 3.—Every man 
of New York’s police and detective 
force, more than 11,000 in number, 
was mobilized tonight to remain on 
continuous duty until Saturday 
morning as a precaution against 
another possible attempt by anar- 
chists to inaugurate a reign of ter- 
ror on Independence day. Special 
guards were thrown about the city’s 
public buildings and the homes of 
citizens, who, because of _ their 
wealth or prominence in efforts to 
stamp out radicalism, might be tar- 
gets for the terrorists. 

As an added precaution plans were 
perfected for the rapid mobilization 
of the city regiments of the state 
guard in the event of any wide- 
spread disturbance whieh might 
prove more than the police could 
handle. 

The initial steps in the elaborate 
program for the protection of the 
city were taken early today when 
squads of uniformed and plain- 
clothes officers were detailed as 
guards for the city hall, the sub- 
treasury, the criminal court build- 
{ngs, St. Patrick’s cathedral and 
several other important’ public 
buildings and churches. 

At the same time guards were sent 
to some of the famous private rest!- 
dences. on Fifth avenue, including 
those of former Senator Clark, of 
Montana; Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
Henry C. Frick, Andrew Carnegie 
and Mrs. Finley J. Shepard. Addi- 
tional guards were sent tonight to 
the railroad stations and ferries in 
an effort to prevent anarchists from 
outside points coming to the city. 


CHICAGO COPS 
ARE PREPARED. 

Chicagod, July 3.—Although no ev- 
idence of any plot by radicals for an 
unlawful demonstration tomorrow 
had been found, the police and fed- 
eral authorities announced today 
they were prepared for any emer- 
gency. All policemen were held on 
duty from 6 p. m. until Monday noon. 

Homes of officials and others and 
industrial plants will be guarded, 
with mounted police on duty at the 
stock yards.

July 10 has been set as a tenta- 
tive date for the beginnnig of the 
campaign, which will open in 
Lowndes county from where it will 
extend to other counties of south 
Georgia. Dr. T. E. Abercrombie and 
other members of the board, with 
notable physicians of the state, will 
&0 to. Valdosta to participate in tne 
Program and to join in the fight 
which is causing serious financial 
loss as well as physical suffering 
in certain portions of the south. 


Organizations Aiding. 


The organizations supporting the 
anti-malaria movement are, tn addi- 
tion to the Georgia board of health, 
the Georgia Landowners’ associa- 
tion, which will be one of the 
prime movers, the United States 
public health service, county boards 
of health, the state department of 
education, county school superin- 
tendents, county demonstration 
agents, the State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, chambers of com- 
merce, the Southern Bell Telephone 
and Telegraph company and the Du- 
Pont-DeNemours company. 

One of the features of all the 
meetings held in various counties 
will be the exhibition of a motion 
picture film showing the state 
health board at work, and explain- 
ing how the board can be of assist- 
ance to local health boards in com- 
bating malarig. 

“Malaria is a_ serious economte 
problem in Georgia,” Dr. Abercrom- 
bfe said Thursday. “but it can pe 
controlled by, scientific preventive 
methods at a small per capita cost.” 
This will be the message of the cam- 
paign., 

Pian of Campnign. 

The general plan of campaign, 
which will be pursued in each sec- 
tion. is as follows: 

1. The state board of health will have 
general supervision of the work to be done 
and the office of the state board of health 
will be the clearing house for the various 
organizations and workers co-operating, bul- 
letins and other literature to be distributed 
through this office, utilizing the county 
health commissioner in all counties main- 
taining such an officer. The United States 
public health service will have charge of the 
engineering of certain drainage projects, 
screening and quinine prophylaxis in certain 
sections where advisable. 

2. The Georgia Landowners’ association, 
with the aid of the chambers of commerce, 
women’s clubs, demonstration agents, coun- 
ty superintendents and others, will arrange 
for meetings at school houses and other suit- 
able places and the distribution of literature 
at these meetings and in the various commit- 
tees, also the demonstration of slides and 
motion picture films. , 

3. Government bulletins on this subject 
suitable for reading in the. schools will be 
distributed to the schools under the direc. 
tion of the state superintendent of schools. 
After these bulletions have been read and 
after the pupils and their parents have had 
opportunity to see the motion pictures and 
hear the Iictures, arrangements will be made 
for appropriate prizes for -the best essays 


written on this subject by the school chil- 


dren. 

4. To bring the matter closer home mo- 
tion pictures showing methods of mosquito 
eradication actually employed in Lowndes 
county photographed by the United States 
reclamation service will be used, these pic- 
tures to be supplemented by special mosquito 
filme prepared by the United States health 
service. There will be special pictures of 
blowing of stumps and digging ditches by 
use of dynamite under direction of the Du- 
pont DeMemonrs company and the Southern 
Bell Telephone company, co-operating. 

5. Effective and prompt co-operation is 
expected from all good citizens who appreci- 
ate that good health and sound education 
are the first prerequisites to an efficient 
and prosperous citizenship. 

6. In addition to the pictures mentioned 
above the very interesting south Georgia 
film photographed by the United States 
reclamation service in connection with the 
proposed soldier settlement legislation in 
Georgia will be shown, the same pictures 
which are now heing shown in Europe and 
oe ne soldier camps in the United 
States.

DES FROM INIURES

Buried Thursday. 


Griffin, Ga., July 3.—(Spectal.)— 
Miss Vivian Drewry, beautiful and 
accomplished daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. H.. Drewry, who was fatally 
shot by Robert Brown, a returned 
soldier, at Williamson, Ga., 7 miles 
westéof this city, Wednesday night, 
died at 9:30 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing at a local hospital here.

BRADLEY BOUND OVER 
ON ASSAULT CHARGE 
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Congressional Body Will In- 
vestigate War Depart- 
ment and Packers. 


(The Constitution—Philadelphia Public Ledger 
Service, Copyright, 1919) 
Washington, July 3.—The failure 
of the war department to market 
its large holdings of food supplies, 
and the relations of the department 


and the big packers, will be under 
investigation in congress next week. 

Chairman Graham, of the special 
house committee to investigate war 
department expenditures, in an- 
nouncing that the investigation 
would be.commenced next Monday 
by the subcommittee on quarter- 
master supplies, said today that 
plans are not only to look into the 
war department dealings, but to see 
if the high cost of living can be re- 
duced. 

C. W. Hare, director of sales for 
the war department, will be the 
first witness in the investigation, 
and will be asked to outline his 
en to put the food on the mar- 
et. 


Representative Reavis, republic- 
an, of Nebraska, chairman of the 
subcommittee, fears the large stock 
of meat may be a total loss unless 
disposed of soon. 

“It will soon start to deteriorate, 
and we believe congress should take 
some, action to force it on the .mar- 
ket at a time when prices are sky- 
high,” Representative Reavis said. 
Mr. Hare testified before the mili- 
tary committee that the supplies 
must be disposed of in a few 
months or they would be worthless. 
We propose to investigate carefully 
whether the packers have anything 
to do with the failure so far to 
market this food. 

“The war department has nearly 
50,000,000 pounds of surplus meat 
products, but they are offering these 
supplies in 3,000-pound lots, which 
makes it impracticable for the 
thousands who would be glad to bid 
on smaller lots and put the supplies 
into the regular channels of trade. 

“There is no justification for the 
statement that millions of hams and 
large quantities of bacon cannot be 
sold at a litle less than the market 
price. The: committee’s purpose in 
starting this investigation is to 
force these products on the market 
with as little deyval and as little 
loss to the government as posible.” 


Situation Acute 
In Dry Michigan, 
Gompers Claims 


Washington, July: 3.—Prohibition 
in Detroit, Mich., was brought about 
an “industrial situation acute and 
charged with danger owing to the 
spread of radicalism and the dead- 
ly doctrines of the I. W. W.” Pres- 
ident Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, asserts in a re- 
port filed with the senate judiciary 
committee. The document, which 
was made public today, supplements 
Mr. Gompers’ testimony before the 
committee June 14, opposing prohi- 
bition. 

“In the year and two months since 
prohibition went into effect,” Mr. 
Gompers’ statement says, “the alter- 
ation’ in Detroit conditions has been 
amazing, not to say sinister and 
threatening. During the past win- 
ter hundreds of radical meetings have 
been held all over the city in vari- 
ous halls and meeting places and 
the work of radical organizations 
proceeded apace.” 

“The house of the masses,” Mr. 
Gompers said, was the “head cen- 
ter” for radical propaganda work 
in the city, and he described it as

Miss Van de Vrede 
Returns From 
National Meetings. 


Miss Jane Van De Vrede, director 
of the department of nursing of the 
southern division of the Red Cross, 
has just returned from Chicago, 
where she went to attend a meeting 


: of the League. of Nursing Educa- 


tion, and among other interesting 
matters she reports that the league, 
together with the American Nurses’ 
association and the Association of 
Public Health Nurses, wili meet in 
Atlanta next year, that being the 
date when the American Nurses’ as- 
sociation will hold its biennial ses- 
sion, the other two organizations 
arranging their dates to conform, 
thus bringi together in Atlanta 
one of the} largest gatherings of 
nurses ever held in the south. 

At the Chicago meeting Miss Van 
De Vrede. says that the Red Cross 
co-operation, aid and encourage- 
memt in enlarging the nursing serv- 
ice in the army, the navy and in 
the various communities, both by its 
funds for the education of nurses 
in the training schools and for pub- 
lic health nurses was one of the 
chief topics that received unquali- 
fled commendation. It was recalled, 
too, that the Red Cross encouraged 
the stimulation of nursing educa- 
tion by a material contribution to 
a fund for this purpose at Vassar 
college, the nursing course given at 
this institution enabling a young 
woman to receive a degree of bach- 
elor of science as well as a college 
diploma in five years, when, ordina- 
rily it would have taken her seven 
years to receive both degrees sepa- 
rately. The University of Minneso- 
ta and the University of Ohio have 
established similar courses with a 
chair of nursing as one of their 
regular departments and the Uni- 
versity of Iowa will have a similar 
department next fall. The effect 
of this movement is not only to 
raise the standard of nursing edu- 
cation but also to emphasize the 
fact that a school of nursing is a 
scientific adjunct to a college course 
just as is a school of medicine and 
thus put the two great healing 
forces of: the world on a profes- 
sional parity. 

The American Nurses’ association 
was, originally, the evolution of two 
organizations: the Nurses’ Alumni 
association and the Societv of Su- 

erintendents of Nurses, the latter 
pa tees just a voluntary getting to- 
gether of nurses for purposes of 
‘mutual discussion and possible as- 
sistance 2nd co-operation. The 
‘League of Nursing Education and 
the Associaticn of Public Health 
Nurses are now separate organi- 
gations but. with the same inter- 
ests common to all three, the meet- 
ing in Atlanta next year will be a 
notable one.

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Soldiers and Thrift 
Objects of 
Red Cross Work. 


A practical effort to impress the 
soldiers with the value of thrift and 
to make saving easy for them has 
just been made by the Red Cross at 
the demobilization camps through- 
out the country by the establish- 
ment of banks at the camps. The 
one established at Camp Gordon, 
Georgia, reports that during the 
first two days after its opening ap- 
proximately $15,000 was deposited 
through the Atlanta clearing house 
and a single day’s record soon there- 
after shows $6,000 as the amount 
deposited by the men just before 
leaving for their homes. 

The plan has been carefully out- 
lined by national headquarters and 
is followed practically in detail by 
the management at Camp Gordon 
under the auspices of the southern 
division of the Red Cross. The At- 
lanta Clearing House _ association 
has co-operated by sending two men 
daily from the .different Atlmnta 
banks to occupy a place in the rail- 
way ticket office, where each man 
must pass after purchasing his tick-~ 
et for his home. A deposit slip is 
given the man on which he signi- 
fies his town, the bank he desires 
to patronize there, the amount of 
money deposited and similar infor- 
mation. One copy of this is then 
sent to the home town bank; an- 
other is sent to the Atlanta clearing 
house and the original is kept by 
the demobilized man. At the time 
this slip or receipt is given him he 
is also fFiven a pamphlet outlining 
the benefits to be gained from keep- 
ing up his war insurance. The home 
bank is also approached by the Red 
Cross with a view to encouraging 
the men to continue their savings 
accounts there. The camp bank is 
Pinced at what might be termed a 
psychological point, for the store, 
where so many men make large 
purchases before -returning to their 
homes, is not reached until the bank 
is passed, thus making it easier to 
resist the temptation of purchasing 
if the money for this purpose has 
already started on its way into the

CAMP GORDON WILL Bt 
DEMOBILIZATION PUINI 


Camp Gordon is to be the largest 
demobilization center in the south, 
according to dispatches received in 
Atlanta Thursday from Washing- 
ton. 

It has been aecided by the war 
department to discontinue the use 
of. Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, as a 
demobilization center, because. of 
the decrease in the number of men 
returning from “overseas.” After 
July 10 no-more troops will be sent 
to Oglethorpe for discharge. Due 
to the discontinuance of the use of 
Fort Oglethorpe men from “over- 
sens” en route fér points in Geor- 
gia, Tennessee, South Carolina and 
slorida will be sent to Camp Gor- 

on. / 


Other camps which will be dis- 
continued as demobilization cen- 
ters are Camp Meade, Maryland; 
Camp Custer, Michigan; Camp Bow- 
ie, Texas, and Camp Funston, Kan- 
sas. After July 15 Camp _ Upton, 
New York, will be closed. and after 
that date the use of Boston and 
Charleston ports for debarkation 
will be discontinued. / 

The authorities at Camp Gordon 
are making arrangements to handle 
the greater influx of “overseas” 
men, and practically 24,000 inen 
will pass through the Atlanta camp 
each month. It is expected that the

On behalf of the women of Geor- 
gia who comprised the woman’s com- 
mittee, Council of National Defense, 
in this state, Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, 
chairman, yesterday sent the above 
message of condolence to the rela- 
tives of Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, 
whose death at her home in Penn- 
sylvania took place Wednesday. 

Dr. Shaw was chairman of the 
woman’s committee, Council of Na- 
tional Defense, and in that office it 
was that she was head of an or- 
ganization which mobilized all the 
women of the nation for war work, 
an incident historically unique. 

At no time in the history of the 


world were the women of any na- 
tion ever called together formally 
to organize for war work, and when 
the suggestion for such a body was 
made in this country, there were 
few who appreciated the power it 
would mean. 

To find the woman who would 
undertake the leadership of this 
movement, there was little discus- 
sion, for Dr. Shaw was the first and 
only woman asked. 

Visits to Atlanta. 


During her visit to Atlanta in 
1918, she told the story herself of 
getting the message that the sec- 
retary of war wished to see her. 

“What have I been saying I 
should not have said?’ Dr. Shaw 
asked herself, she stated, as she 
journeyed to Washington. 

There was little time taken in ex- 
tending the invitation to Dr. Shaw 
to head the women’s central organi- 
zation of the nation and, with her 
splendid sense of duty, she accept- 
ed the responsibility and _ set to 
work. In less than three months 
the organization was well on its 
way to usefulness, and Dr. Shaw 
came to Georgia eigiat months after 
work had been begth.

with the many advantages Atlanta 
ad to offer as the actual center 
of the state’s activities and as the 
hub of the southeast, the question 
of geographical centrality was too 
insignificant to be given serious 
consideration. 

So the geographical center argu- 
ment was defeated overwhelming'y 
and Atlanta, by vote of the people,

capital of Georgia. 

There is but one possible argu- 
ment to substantiate Macon’s claim 
to the right to be made the capital 
of Georgia, and that is that Macon 
wants ‘to be the capital!

Contrary to the usual course in 
states where lynching is more or 
less common, the legal authorities 
of Alabama instituted vigorous pro- 
ceedings against the lynchers, as a 
result of which nine men have been 
apprehcnded in connection with the 
crime and are being held for trial, 
some fdy murder and others for con- 


spiracy. 


In the meantime sheriff's posses 
are scouring the country in an ef- 
fort to round up the rest of the 
mob, and the governor has an- 
nounced his intention to press the 
issue against them to the full ex- 
tent of his authority. 

The legal authorities concerned 
and the good citizenship of Ala- 
bama are to be congratulated upon 


‘the prompt and aggressive action 


that has been taken to catch and 
punish those who are guilty of this 
gross Violation of the peace and 
good name of their state. 

It remains now to be seen wheth- 
er or not the courts of Alabama can 
press the issue to a conclusion that 
will insure justice to the members 
of the mob guilty of this crime. 

In the light of past experience, 
the danger is that the court proced- 
ure against the defendants will

He must bore in, 
hoping to land his sleep-producing 
punch. But he possesses little de- 
fense and will be inviting d feat. 
Willard boxes flat footed, is al- 
ways poised, ready to meet an Oop- 
ponent, and Dempsey with his lack 
of defense must expect to get jolted 
hard and often with straight lefts 
and righthand uppercuts, blows 
which Willard has timed to a nicety 
and which, backed up by his 245 
pounds of avoirdupois, carry great 
force.

_Toledo, Ohio., July 3.—With. the 
world’s heavyweight pugilistic 
championship at stake, Champion 
Jess Willard and challenger Jack 
Dempsey will box twelve rounds at 
Bayview Park, on the banks of the 
Maumee river, here tomorrow in 
what is expected to be the great- 
est event of its kind ever staged. 
Promoted by Tex Rickard, the fam- 
ouS Impresario of fistic affairs, 
it promises to surpass in every way 
the past matches arranged by the 
man who has made a’ world-wide 
reputation for successfully conduct- 
ing’ contests of this type. 

Eclipsing all previous records in 
this direction Rickard has guarane 
teed $100,000 to Willard, win, lose 
or draw, and $27,500 to Dempsey 
under the same conditions, while the 
profits from the moving pictures 
will be divided into thirds. An arena 
to seat 80,000 spectators has been 
erected at a cost of $150,000, and it 
the gate receipts are up to eKkpecta- 
tions, more than $1,000,000 will pass 
through the hands of the promoter. 
Whatever the amount received for 
admission of Spectators, 7 per: cent 


to the government in the form of a 
war tax, while scores of other exe- 
penses will cut heavily into the huge 
Sum. 


Under Popular Rules. 


The giant boxers have agreed to 
box under the Marquis of Queensbury 
rules, with the kidney punch and 
the side hand chop blow in ring pare- 
lance and the rabbit punch barred. 
There will be one minute rest pe- 
riods between rounds and-a referee 
and two judges to pass upon the pu- 
gilistic merits of the contenders in 
case both men are on their feet at 
the close of the 4@welfth round. In 
case of a Knockout the action of the 
referee in counting out the fallen 
boxer will. close the bout. If the 
judges disagree after twelve rounds 
of boxing the referee will cast the 
deciding vote. He will also be re- 
quired to secure confirmation of 
at least one judge. He will also be 


at least one judge before disqualt- 
fying a principal for fouling or other 
violation of the rules. 

Each boxer will 
constructed five-ounce gloves, ale 
though in the case of Willard they 
will weigh nearer six ounces, due 
to the size of his hands. There will 
be no more padding in his gloves, 
however, than those of the chal- 
lenger. The contest will be fought 
in a 20-foot square ring, and each 
boxer will be allowed five seconds 
in his corner, most of whom will be 
selected from the training staffs. 
Soft bandages and a reasonable 
amount of tape will be permitted in 
bandaging the hands of the contéste- 
ants, and they will wear the cuge 
tomary one-piece boxing trunks,

wards became both middle and 
heavyweight champion ‘of America. 
Fitzsimmons’ first serious engage- 
ment was with Dick Ellis, reck- 
oned a good man in Australia, at 
Sidney. and in which Fitz won in 
a walk in three rounds. 


Fitz and Hall Mix. 


Fitz was then beginning to at- 
tract notice and a match was made 
between him and Jim Hall, then the 
Australian middleweight champion. 
It was fought at Sidney, and Hall 
won.in four rounds. This is the 
match out of which the “laydown” 
charges grew. Anyhow, shortly 
after that fight Fitzsimmons made 
his appearance on American shores, 
landing in San Francisco. The late 
Jack Norton, of a Frisco paper, and 
others, arranged a match for Fitz 
with Billy McCarthy, a hefty and 
promising middleweight with some 
good work to his credit. The bat- 
tle was pulled off May 29, 1890, and 
was won by Spitz in nine rounds. 
That was the coming champion’s 
first fight in this country. s 

After that fight Fitz moved east 
and on June 28, 1890, defeated Ar- 
thur Upham at New Orleans, in five 
knockout blow for 
which Fitz afterwards became fa- 
mous. As’for as is known, it was 
the first time the Cornishman had 
put over the sleep-maker he subse- 
quently used most successfully 26 
times in his string of hattles. After 
the Upham victory Fitz began look |

|}and dazed and started for Fitz. 


ing for more trouble and found it 
when he was matched to meet 
Dempsey, then the popular mid- 
dle-weight champion. Like Fitz, 
Dempsey had lost only one fight 
when he was matched against Fitz- 
simmons, Dempsey’s loss being to 
LaBlanche and Fitz's to Hall. 

The fight was a great event in 
New Orleans and was attended by 
the leading and wealthy clubmen of 
that city. It was an intensely en- 
thusiastic gathering and nearly ev- 
eryone present was pulling for 
Dempsey, the great favorite. When 
the men appeared at the ringside 
for the -scales they were both 
given a warm reception. Dempsey 
weighed in at 147% pounds, while 
Fitz pulled 150% even. Fitz was the 
taller of the two men—5 feet 11% 
inches. Dempsey stood 5 feet 8 
inches. Fitz had forehis second 
Jimmy Carroll, while Jack McAu- 
liffe, the lightweight, was with 
Dempsey. 

Best People at Fight. 

Just to indicate the character 
of the people composing the great 
gathering in that club. It was an 
ex-mayor of the city, Mr. Guillat- 
to, who entered the ring to intro- 
duce to the spectators Colonel Alex 
Brewster, one of New Orleans lead- 
ing citizens as the referee of the 
bout. 

As the men entered the ring both 
made an excellent appearance, but 
Dempsey had it all over Panky Bob. 
when it came to looks. Always a 
handsome fellow, Dempsey stacked 
up well that night, and looked to be 
in perfect condition. As it proved 
to be often afterward, no one at the 
ringside could tell anything about 
Fitzsimmons’ condition by looking 
at him. 

After the men had shaken hands 
and retired they came up at the 
tap of the first bell, both ready 
for work. Dempsey wore that pleas- 
ant smile he always carried in the 
ring, ree his every movement in- 
dicated thé great confidence he had 
in himself. Fitz’s face showed that 
same expressionless placidity which 
always made him an enigma to those 
watching him in the ring. Before 
the first round was over the chal- 
lenger had satisfied all about the 
ringside that he was a mighty clever 
two-handed fighter and that Demp- 
sey had probably met his match. 
Right from the start Fitz kept right 
after Dempsey and though Demp- 
sey had always sliown science as 
a boxer, he appeared unable to 
hold his adversary off. He, for 
the first time in his ring career, 
adopted the retreating tactics and 
as he did so Fitz began chasing 
right after him. While nothing 
but an exchange of harmless blows 
marked the first round, it proved 
something of a surprise to those 
who had thought Dempsey invinci- 
ble. 

As the second opened, Dempsey 
sprang at Fitz as though to catch 
him off his guard, but Fitz was 
ready and met the onslaught by 
driving a stiff one right into Demp- 
sey’s face. The blow caught both 
Dempsey’s mouth and nose and sent 
his head bobbing back. It had force 
sufficient to draw the blood but it 
did not appear to jar Dempsey, who 
finished the round in _ excellent 
shape, though quite bloody. The 
next three or four rounds were 
reeled off with as pretty boxing 
work as one would see in a contest 
but all the way through Fitz man- 
aced to keep Dempsey on the defen- 
sive. Try as he would, Dempsey 
could not get a backward move- 
ment out of the Cornishman. In 
the seventh Fitz landed again on 
Dempsey’s nose, this time with force 
sufficient to break it, causing a gush 
of blood, and in the efghth came 
the first knock-down of the fight, 
when an uppercut to the jaw sent 
Dempsey down, In the tenth Demp- 
sey was put down again and came 
up staggering and weak. Dempsey 
continued to stagger through the 
eleventh, when Fitz remarked: 

“Jack, you are game; but you 
can’t win. You are whipped now. 


Dempsey’s reply was his redoubled 
efforts to bore into the man in 
front ‘of him but he couldn't get 
through that Fitzsimmons guard. 


McAuliffe Tosses Sponge. 


In the twelfth, Fitz knocked 
Dempsey down as fast as he could 
come to his feet, but not one of the 
blows had power enough to put him 
out. As Dempsey went back to his 
corner, McAuliffe begged him to 
quit, hut Jack wouldn’t have it that 
way. As the bell tapped for the 
thirteenth, Dempsey came up weak 


McAuliffe threw up the sponge, but 
Jack continued to advance and Fitz 
handed him one that sent him down 
for the count. 


And the end of that count brought 
a new champion of the middie- 
weight class, a fighter who was to 
fight his way to the very top of 
the pugilistic work,~to tne front. 
It sent to oblivion one of the 
gamest, cleanest pugilists the coun- 
try had ever shown.

decision. The champion is general- 
ly conceded to be the better boxer 
of the two, but Dempsey. has 
achieved a remarkable ring record 
with his incessant rushing, free hit- 
ting ‘type of offense. His followers 
base their predictions of his victory 
on his ability to rush and batter his 
way through Willard’s guard and 
reach a vulnerable spot with one 
or more of the crushing blows which 
has disposed of so many previots 
opponents, 

empsey is considered a more ag- 
gressive type of boxer than Wil- 
lard, but the champion has always 
been thought to have a store of re- 
serve strength upon which to draw 
should the occasion demand. While 
his knockout record is not nearly as 
impressive as that of the challenger. 
the champion has at times shown 
flashes of tremendous speed and hit- 
ting powerfully in keeping with his 
huge bulk. Many close observers 
hold the opinion that the Fourth of 
July bout will call this into use if 
he is to triumph over his youthful 
and hard-hitting rival. 

While neither boxer has made anv 
public statement regarding his plan 
of ring campaign, reports from the 
training quarters of the wen indi- 
cate that there will be little time 
wasted ir long range sparring dur- 
ing the early rounds of the eontest 
at least. Dempsey is noted for his 
eagerness to get to close quarters 
with an opponent, and stending toe 
to toe to demonstrate that he is the 
better manina two-fisted combat.

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LESSON NO. 35 
Blecking at the Plate. 

Of all the duties of a catcher, 
whose work is more varied than 
that of any other player on the field, 
one of the most important is block- 
ing and touching runners at the 
plate. No matter how heady, how 
strong or accurate a thrower, or 
how good a backstop he may be, he 
is not a catcher unless endowed 
with the nerve and the skill to block 
runners at the plate and to touch 
them with the ball after making a 
difficult catch from the fielders. 

The art of catching balls at the 

te is one of the most difficult 
things to achieve. The catch is 
made difficult because of the facet 
that the catcher must know the po- 
sition of the runner advaacing from 
third, must judge the accuracy and 
direction of the throw, and must de- 
cide instantly whether he has time 
to leave the plate to catch a ball 
and recover in time to touch the 
runner. 

Plays at the plate, whether thrown 
from the outfield or infield, all are 
close. There always is danger of 
losing the runner. The catcher can- 
not desert his position for an in- 
stant. His duty always is to cover 
the plate and he must remain there 
and wait for the runer to come tu 
him and the runner in practically 
every case slides. 

The catcher should assume a posi- 
tion with the left foot a foot or 
eighteen inches down the line from 
the plate toward third, his right

The way to play the ball 
is to give the runner every fair op- 
portunity, while refusing him any 
advantage, and to attend strictly to 
catching the ball, and holding it jin 
front of the plate for the runner two 
slide against. It is necessary to 
avoid tagging at a runner espe- 
cially - teuching backward. The 
catcher should learn to make run- 
ners slide into the ball. If the ball 
is ahead of the runner and is held 
in the line the runner must slide 
against it or slide so far back of 
the plate he cannot touch thé rub- 
ber. Tagging at a runner means 
that the ball will not touch him tn 
more than 50 per cent of the cases.

The goods the United States 
is parting with might be used for 
productive purposes in this country 
so the transfer now going on 
amounts to a transfer of American 
capital to Europe in the real sense 
of the term. 

*“Fourth—The requirements of ex- 
port financing probably have been 
greatiy overestimated in many quar- 
ters,..for it is entirely possible that 
as Evropean countries succeed in re- 
establishing themselves their recov- 
ery will be much more rapid than 
expected. 

“With the determination on the 
part of the government,” says the 
bulletin, “‘that it will not continue 
the large participation in export 
trade financing undertaken during 
the war, but will leave this field 
to be developed by private enter- 
prise, our export operations will 
henceforward call for the assump- 
tion of fll responsibility on the 
part of financiers and business men 
who must recognize that the war 
period in our foreign business has 
ended. The war period in exporta- 
tion comes to a close when govern- 
ment support of foreig® trade is 
removed and when business is left 
to maintain itself upon its own ba- 
sis. The view of the board is that 
the matter. of providing long-term 
advances for Europe presents an in- 
vestment rather than a banking 
“problem; that the necessary funds 
must therefore come from the in- 
vestment market. The question how 
to obtain these funds through an 
appeal to investors is, therefore, the 
immediate and practical problem of 
the moment in connection with the 
financing of the business.” 

After calling attention to the rec- 
ommendation . to congress already 
announced some time ago, whereby

Harden Says There Can 
Be No Disgrace in Ger- 
many Confessing War 
Guilt, Though Only the 
Military Caste Wanted 
War.

Berlin, July 3.—S*ame! In _ the 
last few days the main theme of 
newspapers and private conversa- 
tions has been shame! 

Thus the lingo of the army offi- 
cers is already visible again at 
all the fronts, in all the crevices 
of public opinion. The word is used 
to christen. the articles of the peace 
treaty which compel recognition by 
Germany of the fact that the war 
resulted from the actions and the 
failures of the imperial government 
and which demand fhe surrender of 
those accused of crimes against the 
laws and usages of war. 

. Protested Too Late. 

For weeks there was hardly any 
talk about these articles. Suddenly 
at the last hour.they stood in the 
foreground of interest. If these par- 
agraphs of the treaty were to be 
the shoal whereof the peace was to 
be wrecked, then it was short- 
sighted not to have based the much- 
too-soon, much-too-loud, much-too- 
often-uttered “unacceptable” on 
these articles. Modification of 
them undoubtedly would have been 
brought about if the allied and as- 
sociated powers had been brought 
to recognize clearly at the right 
time that for the price of this con-

wrong.” If this, as I believe, 1s true, 
then the confession of wrongdoing 
can never bring shame, nor can the 
honor of the indiv:.aual or the na- 
tion thereby be soiled because com- 
pelled to submit to wrong. 

An Areopagus in which Plato, 
Socrates, Jesus, St. Francis of As- 
sisi, Sapinoz, Hume, Pascal, Wash- 
ington and Kant would sit as a 
council of nine surely would not 
hesitate to pronounce the _ verdict 
that unjust humiliation disgraces 
the one who compels it and not him 
who suffers it. Germany unfortu- 
nately hears the voice of qdaite a 
different Areopagus. Here, from 
people. who call themselves demo- 
crats, the most extrem€é praise of 
a man or deed is expressed by the 
word “chivalrous.” »Conscionsly or 
unconsciously, therefore, in a civil- 
ized age, the staftidards of speech of 
the knights and warriors is employ- 
ed. Here, #Rerefore, the peculiar 
concept ofan “honor” of the priv- 
ileged still has currency, which can 
be wowuhded by a breath and must 
therefore be more carefully guard- 
ed than a consumptive maiden. 

Army Caste Feels Insulted, 

Whoever is or was a corps stu- 
dent or officer, seizes an unfriendly 
look or the random word of an ex- 
cited man as the occasion for a 
challenge to a duel, and must fear, 
if he does not do it, to be flung 
out of his caste as devoid of honor. 
Here, furthermore, at least 100,000 
men go grimly about whom revo- 
lution has ruined of a seemingly 
sure livelihood as officers and non- 
coms, and who regard the peace 
treaty as monstrous because it per- 
mits a German republic police force 
of only 100,000. 

If one considers that those threat- 
ened by the surrender of high of- 
ficers—ex-ministers, captains of in- 
dustry and the ‘highest officials— 
have the greatest influence in pub- 
lic opinion, the whole rumpus be- 
comes understandable. 

Men who for 20 years and longer 
have employed their best energies 
in the service of the army, and 
are now, with wife and children, 
thrown upon days of the utmost 
high cost of living, and without 
training for new. professions, have 
seldom an inner calm, and are coun- 
seling a modest submission to fate. 
They listen with greedy ears to 
every slogan that promises com- 
Old Field. Marshal von Hin- 
denburg, who did not want to dis- 
appear soundlessy set such a slogan 
in circulation, perhaps, when he 
wrote that he preferred going down 
with honor to a shameful conclusion 
of peace. How he and the thous- 
ands worshipping him really 
imagine the going down of a nation 
of 64,000,000 one dwes not learn, 
nor would most of them imagine 
that the ruin would halt at their 
doors. 

The disgrace, it appears to me, 
would be heaped on itself by a na- 
tion which dissipated its children’s 
future on the phantom of honor. 
And the only phantom of honor 
which is not aceording to Schopen- 
hauer’s noble dictum is the outward 
conscience of us here in question, 


Too Many Feel War Guilt. 


If there were not so many sit- 
ting in high places and parliaments 


who, consciously or unconsciously, 
are accessories in the sins of omis- 
sion and commission of the imperial 
government, not for an hour would 
the admission have been delayed 


that this government was guilty of 
the misfortunes of war. Why other- 
wise did one overturn it, together 
with two dozen dynasties? Surely 
not because they made mistakes. 
That would be no sufficient reason 
for the overturn of all state insti- 
tutions. The world’s conscience, the 
inner honor of mankind, demanded 
the confession that “we were not 
fallen upon a fault, for the out- 
break of war is divided between 
Germany's militarists and incompe- 
tent leaders of the state.” 
Through this confession, which 
would have accelerated a reconcilia- 
tion, the German peoples would not 


-have been compromised. For the be- 


lief, last expressed in the Clemen- 
ceau letter of June 16, that the Ger- 
man nation wanted war, is just as 
erroneous as& the opinion expressed 
in the same’ document that a revo; 
lution would have been possible 
sooner, 

Authors and approvers of such 
sentences, despite four years of ex- 
perience, underrate the _ colossal 
strength of the German war ma- 
chine, which from August, 1914, to 
October, 1918, ruled everything and 
crushed everything that hindered it 
and which was to be destroyed only 
from within. If the army leader-

How Navy Was Increased 


Therefore the ratio of English and 
German naval strength must not 
be two to one, as Haldane and 
Churchill offered, but, at the most, 
sixteen to ten. Before the early 
reichstag fight for an army increase 
the hostility of the broad masses of 
Russia and France was garishly il- 
lumined. With purposes of li- 
tarism and marinism, whose repre- 
sentatives sure] were convinced 
that they were fovaliy serving the 
fatherland, the realization was not 
consistent that the encircling en- 
tente of trust, or the pool created 
by King Edward, had only a defen- 
Sive note. Offensive limits and not 
annihilation was his object. And 
because every one, if he did not 
admit it, felt how bad and harm- 
ful was the policy determined by 
Wilhelm’s love for effects and zig- 
zaz moods, because all had been 
talked into believing that a con- 
spiracy lowered roundabout and on 
the choice of the most favorable 
war-hour counted -to save us, there- 
fore in August, 1914, even the social 
democrats, even Liebknecht and Eis- 
ner, believed in necessity of war. 


Germany Did Not Want War. 


Only militarjsm had. consciously 
wanted and longed for it. Not even 
Admiral von Tirpitz, who emphat- 
ically warned against it, not the 
fovernment and, above all, not the 
captains of industry and finance, 
who at that time could not suspect 
What enormous profits a modern, 
technical and industrial war would 
offer, wanted it. The Baltic and 
North sea canal had not been com- 
pletely rebuilt. The maximum 
strength of the fleet,,which, as Sea 
Lord Admiral John Fisher recog- 
nized, urged England’s adoption of 
our dreadnaught type, first made 
us a dangerous foe, had not been 
reached. Nor had the necessary 
raw materials for a long war nor 
provisions for the fortresses, nor 
food for the nation been  pro- 
vided. For in July grain was ex- 
ported, not imported from every- 
where obtainable. 

The war was not “wanted’ here, 
but here was the blame for the out- 
break. The fault is politically un- 
deniable, and -because it is stub- 
bornly denied it is booked by an un- 
derstandable error of the world as 
moral blame. The press during the 
war was shackled, and since revo- 
lution, which should have confined 
itself to democratic demands, has 
acquired the flame-color of com- 
munism. The press has become so 
scared that it shuns sharp criticism 
of the ancient regime like poison. 


The Masses Kept Ignorant. 


Thus it comes about that the 
broad masses still do not know the 
happenings of July, 1914: do not 
Know that on July 13 Serbia’s com- 
plete innocence was known in Vi- 
enna and that the contents of the 
Vienna ultimatum were unknown 
in Berlin; that Austro-Hungaria 
mobilization preceded Russian, aaa 
accordingly they are convinced that 
the political blame is to be sought 
on the other side of the German 
border. 

Compulsion to the confession of a 
fault whose justification one does 
not admit is felt as a crime. The 
cure against this delusion is only 
the dissemination of the truth. It 
can only bring a nonpartisan, full 
exposition of the genesis of the war 
within the intellectual reach of the 
poorest. 

A stronger means will be neces- 
sary to allay the anger about com- 
pulsion to surrender the suspect. It 
has already brought the _ kaiser, 
whose desertion had almost every- 
where uprooted respect, more sym- 
pathy than his enemies ought to 
wish. The kaiser, living forever in 
self-deception in a perpetual brain 
theater, might perhaps, find him- 
self in this role, too, of the accused 
before the terrestrial world tri- 
bunal and might, in the end, be 
proud to boast of the most solemn 
judicial character which the case 
against him shall have. 


Stupid to Martyrize Kaiser, 


But what if he flies from the 
longer into a shorter torment, what 
if the always vacillating one wrings 
from his nerves the decision to take 
poison before surrender? 

The decapitation of the English 
Charles Stuart was necessary to 
manifest to a stil] too theocratically, 
monarchically credulous Europe, in 
the light of a gleaming ax, the pow- 
er to punish and the sovereignty 
of the will of the people. 

Can common sense today, however, 
advise elevating & mas-been on the 
ladder of sympathy to the sanctity 
or* martyrdom? Only the monarch- 
ists, not the honest democrats of 
yermany, would be served thereby! 
And to the cause of humanity, blaz- 
ened on the shield of the allied and 
associated powers, the Wilhelm who 
fearsomely fled his native country’s 
pnisfortune is more useful than a 
Wilhelm. paying the bill of sin with 
his freedom or even with his life. 

Of the commanders, those who can 
be proved guilty of barbarity and 
viciousness such as, it is alleged, 
vented itself in Lille and elsewhere, 
and the captains vf industry prob-

ably guilty of the systematic de- 
struction of competing wealth, must 


I agree, too, with those who con- 
demn the sinking of freight and pas- 
senger ships as an immoral and, 
therefore, an inhuman deed, and 
many a submarine commander 
thought so, too, during the war. 
Nevertheless, men who, at the risk 
of their lives, without selfish inter- 
ests, in the belief of the defense.of 
the fatherland, in the duty of obe- 
dience to orders drilled into them, 
blindly carried out the orders they 
received, a just and therefore wise 
victor should not: summon before his 
court. That, to be sure, is not, as 
the reply of the council of four says 
of the German war courts, a tribu- 
nal of fellow culprits, but neverthe- 
less it igs a tribunal composed of 
enemies, which the accused could 
not consider as unprejudiced. 
Justice Begins At Home. 


According to Germany’s constitu- 
tion nobody can be withdrawn from 
the juridiction of his competent 
judge. When an individuaror many 
accused resist extradition by appeai- 
ing to this basic principle, and if 
force has to be used, a man hunt 
must take place. 

Would that be a spectacle worthy 
of humanity? 

That punishment is better is an 
antiquated belief. That punishment 
can rout out an attitude toward life 
—and that is what militarism is—or 
that it can even alter it, no modern 
spirit will assert. Since criminology 
has long outgrown the frightening 
by example theory, a wholesome re- 
sult can be hoped for only from a 
change of moral feeling. 

Justice begins at home. Whoever 
desires noble morality must in his 
own willing fulfill the highest de- 
' mands of morality. 
| This will not be fulfilled if war 
| law is taken over into a state of 
_peace for forcing men before their 
enemies’ court. Now, after Ger- 
many’s signature, the announcement 
that the actual settlement of penali- 
ties and the principal actions against 
the suspects would be postponed un- 
til after Germany is admitted to 
the league of nations, and, there- 
fore, would be heard in the league's 
tribunals, which alone ought to try 
war cases, would be much more than 
a beautiful gesture. 

It would be the proof longed for 
by the best hearts in my native 
land that the victors walk on eartn 
and tower high into the heaven of 
animate humanity and that the in- 
ternationalization of courts, as of 
seas and rivers, mixed populations, 
social laws, and war debt amortiza- 
tion, bélong in the circle of ideas 
of the league of nations and not 
to the mustiness of the law of re- 
venge. ; 

Boundary barriers fall, the werld 
at last becomes wide again and over 
millions of graves bells call to an 
earnest festival of humanity.
